W.A. Wilson Tells of Pro- 
blems Canadian Farmers 


Face in U.K. Market

Wilson, Canadian animal) 
Products trade commissioner at | 
London, England, the guest | 
speaker at a supper meeting of Al- 
herta creamery men held in the 
Hudsonia Thursday at 6 pm, and 
later at a meeting of the Clydesdale 
section of the Provincial Horse 
Breeders’ Association held in the 
Council Chambers of the Civic 
block. 

At both meetings he dealt with 
the problems the Canadian farm- 
ers and packers have to face in ob- 
faining a market for their products 
in the United Kingdom. At the 
creamerymen’s meeting he stress- 
ed dairy products while at the other | 
meeting he laid stress on the live- 
stock export possibilities. 

"The statistical position of the 
butter market in Great Britain is| 
in a healthy condition as a result 
of the low prices which have caus- 
ed an enormous increase in the 
consumptive demand, It stands at 
21,000,000 Ibs. a week as compared 
to 12,000,000 Ibs. a few years ago, A 
very large percentage of Australian 
and New Zealand butter is shipped 
and consigned and the spot stocks 
in London and some of the other 
large British ports are usually suf- 
ficient to eliminate any anxiety 
among even the largest buyers.” 


SHIPPERS TAKE RISK 

“The buyers are inclined to let 
the shippers take the risk and are 
mostly buying their supplies from | 
week to week as they need them} 
since they are fairly sure of ob-| 
taining their orders, delivered with- 
in 24 hours of the time of ordering. 
This leaves the market rather life-| 
less despite the healthy statistical 
position. 

Canadian butter in the past and 
at present has very little chance of 
securing an export trade in the | 
United Kingdom because of the 
domination of the market by Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand who along} 
with other advantages have until | 
recently had a favorable exchange 
advantage.” 

“In regard in poultry and eggs the | 
situation is more favorable from the 
Canadian standpoint. The British 
farmer has developed the poultry 
and egg industry to a great extent 
in the past few years especially | 
since a grading system and marking 
of foreign eggs system was intro- 
duced. This introduction gave the 
British farmer a real incentive to 
improve his products and specialize 
in these lines. 

FINE OPPORTUNITY 

“With heavy duties on foreign 
products, from which Empire coun- 
tries are free, a fine opportunity 1s 
presented Canadian producers of 
eggs and poultry. At present Canada | 
is the only country that is seriously 
interested in this market. It cannog | 
be stressed too much however that 
quality and uniformity are essential 
if Canada hopes to maintain and 
‘nerease the market she is develop- 
ing in Great Britain at the present 
time. 

“Dairy cows have been introduced 
into England from Canada with en- 
couraging results, Last year some | 
four hundred cows were shipped to | 
the British Isles. The great oppor-| 
tunity in regard to cows lies in the 
fact that all Canadian cows are} 
guaranteed free from tuberculoisis 
and are very desirable for that rea- 
son as any British owner of tuber-

DEFINITELY SOUND 

In regard to horses, It 1s safe to 


ray that the British horse industry | 
is definitely sound. It has had no} 
artificial basis as the government 
has not subsidized it.

THE PLACE TO CONFISCATE 

Legislation is to be brought down at Ottawa 
to empower the Government to confiscate prizes 
won by those who buy tickets in lotteries and 
sweepstakes. 

Since parliament has decided that buying 
such tickets is to still be illegal, it is logical 
that the prize money should be raked into the 
public treasury instead of into the pockets of 
informers. That will at least make an end of 
the subsidizing of snoopers. 

But if confiscation is to be the punishment 
for participating in a scheme to relieve hopeful 
investors of their surplus coin, what about 
confiscating the winnings of gentlemen who 
unload watered stock on the too confiding 
public without giving them even a chance to 
win a prize? 

Stock-jobbers have taken more money out of 
the pockets of trustful Canadians than Irish 
sweepstakes ever put into them or ever would. 
That is the quarter where confiscation would be 
worth while, and is a hundred times more de- 
served

One fact to which the city council should 


not fail to call the attention of the provincial 
and Dominion Governments is mt council in

A week ago Edmonton's unemployed men 
were on strike, and there existed conditions 
which almost inevitably lead to serious dis- 
order, with more or less damage to persons or 
property. Had those conditions been allowed to 
develop, and had they taken the usual course of 
development, it would have been the duty of 
the provincial and federal authorities to take 
such action as they thought necessary, at what-

The “strike” has been settled, and the Gov- 
ernments thereby absolved from the respons- 
ibilities incidental to it. A one-third contribu- 
tion from each to the increased cost of the 
allowances, which at best are none too large, 
would be a cheap price to pay for the immunity 
from action and expense that has come to the 
Governments through the increase being 


granted.

COME ON WITH THE PROGRAM 


Parliament has at last been told why the 
Government has not brought down that long- 
promised public works construction program 
This, it was feared, would appear to be an 
attempt to “bribe” the voters of Saskatchewan 
and Ontario to vote for the Conservative Gov- 
ernments which just now are facing elections 
in those provinces. 

There can be, of course, only commendation 
of the desire of the Ministers to keep them- 
selves above suspicion, though that dees seem 
to have been an after-thought. The idea appar- 
ently had not occurred to Premier Bennett last 
November, when he made the announcement 
knowing that the elections would have to be 
held some time this summer. 

But if this desire to avoid the appearance 
of evil is all that stays the presentation of the 
program, no further delay is necessary or jus- 
tifiable. It is more important that people be set 
at work than that they be kept idle lest the 
motive should be misunderstood if they are 
offered work. And unless the program is a good 
deal different from the predictions there is no 
danger whatever of anybody thinking it a 
scheme to stampede the voters to support the 
Anderson and Henry Governments. 

A proposal to end unemployment in Canada 
by spending $50,000,000 in erecting public 
buildings would probably excite as much ridi- 
cule as enthusiasm, and leave the resultant 
political reactions about even So far as appear- 
ances go it would take a good deal more than 
that to save the day for either of the Govern- 
ments in question.

Only store debts, however, and other obliga- 
tions which are not covered by mortgages. 
Mortgage claims are to stand without reduction, 
while other debts may be settled at so many 
cents on the dollar by going through bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. ‘The most the farmer can 
hope and the mortgage-holder need fear is that 
interest rates may be lowered to 6 or 6'z per 
cent. 

That particular kind of adjustment would 
seem likely to make it “easy” also for merchants 
to go bankrupt, and all other farmer creditors 
who have not taken the precaution to translate 
their claims into mortgage debts. These may 
get back when the bankruptcy proceedings are 
ended one dollar out of five dollars or ten 
dollars owing to them, while the mortgage- 


| holder is guaranteed payment in full.

Discrimination is thus established between 
one class of creditors and another. Those who 
refused to trust the farmer without securing a 
mortgage on his property are to be protected to 
the last dollar. Those who sold him goods on 
time, perhaps carried his family through a year 
when he had no crop and no income, are re- 
quired to write down their claims and take 
what it is supposed hé can pay in addition to 
keeping up his payments to the mortgage com- 
pany 

A bona fide store bill should be as sacred as 
a mortgage. What peculiar sanctity is supposed 
to attach to the loaning of money, that does not 
attach to the loaning of goods? Why is a written 
contract superior to a verbal contract the 
validity of which is not disputed? 

Undoubtedly farm debts ought to be scaled 
down into keeping with the “sound” money 
level of farm incomes. But the scaling down 
should be spread equally over all debts. The 
merchant who has supplied a farm family with 
food and clothing in a time of distress should 
get equal treatment with the investor who 
loaned the farmer money on a boom time valua- 
tion of his property.

Vegetables molded in gelatin 
(celery, cucumber, peas); Dish 
of berries. 

MONDAY — Breakfast: 
Fresh fruit as desired. Lunch: 
Corn; String beans; Celery. 
Dinner: Lima bean loaf; 
Baked eggplant; Salad of 
chopped raw cabbage and 
cress; Jello or Jell-Well with 
cream. 

TUESDAY — Breakfast: 
Melba toast; Stewed prunes. 
Lunch: Boiled potatoes with fresh peas; Turnip 
salad. Dinner: *Minced chicken in tomato jelly; 
Asparagus; String beans; Pineapple whip. 

WEDNESDAY--Breakfast: Waffles; Two or 
three slices of crisp bacon; Stewed raisins, 
Lunch: Pint of buttermilk; McCoy salad (Let- 
tuce, tomatoes and cucumbers). Dinner: Beef 
roast; Carrots cooked with the meat; Salad of 
stuffed tomatoes; Cup custard.

*MINCED CHICKEN IN TOMATO JELLY: 
Drain two cups of juice from a large can of 
tomatoes. Pour into a saucepan and heat to 
almost boiling point. Have ready one envelope 
of gelatin which has been softened with a little 
cold water. Dip up some of the tomato juice 
and stir into the gelatin until thoroughly dis- 
solved; then mix all together and set in a cool 
place until the juice begins to thicken. Now 
mix in one cupful of minced chicken, one-third 
cupful each of chopped celery, parsley and 
minced ripe olives. Pour into wet molds and 
place on ice until mealtime, then unmold on 
crisp lettuce. (Serves 4).

QUESTION--D. B. writes: “I have heard a 
great deal about your work and success.

ANSWER—An over-active thyroid simply 
means an irritated thyroid.

QUESTION-— R. H. writes: “I read your 
article recommending fasting for absorbing a 
clot of blood from the brain. I know a person 
who had a stroke from a clot of blood on the 
brain thirteen years ago that paralyzed her 
right side somewhat. She hasn't spoken a word 
since. She moves her lips and mumbles, but 
cannot form words. Do you think fasting would 
cure a case of such long standing? She is about 
45, weighs 150, and is the picture of health.” 

ANSWER—I am sure your friend would be 
helped by fasting, but it would take a fast of 
two or three weeks to accomplish good results. 
The best plan would be to have her go to some 
doctor in the city who understands the fasting 
cure, who would encourage her and watch her 
case during the fast. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Roberta D. writes: “Six 
months ago I had a small birthmark on my 
breast treated with the electric needle. Now 
this place is all healed up, but it stays tender 
and sore. The doctor that treated it says it is 
a keloid that caused the trouble and wants to 
treat it with x-ray or radium. Another doctor 
told me that x-ray would only enlarge the 
keloid. What am I to do?” 

ANSWER: Find a doctor who has the ultra- 
violet appartus and he will know how to treat 
your keloid. These keloids should not form 
from the use of the electric spark if it is prop- 
erly used. Sometimes, the further treatment 
with the electric needle will assist in removing 
the keloid, but be sure and find a competent 
physician who is well trained in electric- 
therapy. 

QUESTION — Mrs. W. W. asks: “Will you 
please state how to cook a French omelet?” 

ANSWER-—FRENCH OMELET: To two 
ounces of milk add one egg. Put into a dry 
frying pan over a slow fire and beat the milk 
and egg together. Stir and beat constantly so 
that it doesn't stick to the pan, and continue 
this until the mixture assumes a jelly-like con- 
sistency. Do not fail to keep on stirring the 
mixture even after it has been taken from the 
fire, as the frying pan will retain a good deal of 
heat which will continue to cook the egg. Serve 
in sauce dishes or egg cups. You will find that 
one egg prepared with two ounces of milk in 
this way will serve one person, and exactly fill 
the large end of an egg cup.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1826, a band 
of young Tories at York, either 
government clerks or sons of gov- 
ernment officials, visited the 
printing office of William Lyon 
Mackenzie, scattered the type to 
the air, wrecked the establishment, 
and threw the press into the bay 
The raiders were led by Samuel 
Peters Jarvis, son of one of the 
original Loyalists, and they made 
no secret of their intention to be 
avenged upon the editor for his 
attacks upon the Family Compact 


in the columns of the Colonial 
Advocate. 
Although Mackenzie laid com- 


plaint against the aggressors, no 
attempt was made by the authori- 
ties to arrest them, and Macken- 
zie took civil action against them 
for damages. The editor sued for 
£1,500 damages; the attorney 
the raiders offered a money settle- 
ment to the amount of the actual

damage done, but refused to 
apologize and Mackenzie insisted 
upon a trial. 

He had better success than he 
had hoped. The jury awarded 
him the sum of £625, far below 
what Mackenzie had asked, but 
in reality far above what he had 
expected. The actual value of 
the destroyed place was probably 
not a quarter of the sum awarded, 
and it was loaded with debt. So 
that Mackenzie made a substan- 
tial prolit on the transaction, In- 
deed he is on record as having 
said that £625 was “sufficient to 
re-establish on a permanent foot- 
ing the Advocate press because it 
enabled me to perform my en- 
gagements without disposing of 
my real property.” He is also re- 
ported to have said that his actual 
money loss was $45, and that he 
had cleared $2,450 by the transac- 
tion, in addition to the political 
benefits which accrued. 


Current Comment 


REFORM BY JUST CREDIT 


Dr. W. A. Carrothers, chairman 
of British Columha’s debated 
Economic Council, has made a 


statement of major significance, 
in reporting that there is likely 
to be a shortage of skilled labor 
in this province when the indus- 
trial revival takes place. 

The significance is that the hap- 
hazard methods of industry, cap- 
italism and banking methods are 
doomed. 

There must be an immediate 
and full appreciation, by the re- 
sponsible authorities in these or- 
ganizations, of the technological 
advance being made daily by the 
world, and the need for money to 
keep pace with it 

Possibility of a shortage of 
skilled labor, when needed, will 
surprise no one who has been 
studying the trends in industry 
and trade, and the results of a 
continued idlencss by thousands 
of workers who are many of 
them past middle age. 

Since late 1914, for nearly 20 
years, that is, there has been 
complete disruption of the simple 
processes by which the ranks of 
skilled labor were replenished as 
they thinned out. 


Youth, instead of being careful- 
ly coached for the professions and 
skilled trades, has to some extent 
been left to wander vagrant-footed 
into the “laboring” jobs, or to no 
jobs at all, because trades and 
professions that normally requir- 
ed the infusion of new, life-giv- 
ing blood have been at a stand- 
still, or moving only at a funeral 
gait, through the bankers’ at- 
tempts to maintain the old meth- 
ods of credit. 

If youth received training, it 
found nowhere to “hang its shin- 
gle,” or sell its skill. 

Trade and industry were forced 
into insolvency and ca’-canny 
production through too high in- 
terest rates, rates based on arti- 
ficial prosperity, rates of 7 or 8 
per cent or more based on con- 
ception of credit as a tool of per- 
sonal appropriation instead of a 
tool of trade expansion and na- 
tional industrial development. 

It is only by this expansion and 
deveiopment, obtained through 
easier and less grasping credit 
facilities, that skilled labor can 
be reproduced, and the army of 
youth willing to learn to take its 
place in a world growing more 
and more in need of its skill be 
absorbed.—Vancouver Sun.

While the directors of the Zoo 


regret the lack of a good parrot 
house, they feel that the parrot 
enclosure, by giving greater free- 
dom to the bird, compares very 
favorably with the confined con- 
ditions usually found in homes. 
The lady wondered “why an 
efficient attendant (one who has 
the knowledge of caged creatures 
and their simple needs) was not 
employed.” The present attend- 
ant has been handling fancy birds 
since childhood, and has not only 
a thorough knowledge of the 
work, but, what is equally essen- 
tial, a love of the animals he 
tends. This caretaker succeeded 
in bringing through the winter 
in excellent health, all the water 


fowl, including Efiglish white 
swans and Australian black 
swans. This was accomplished in 


crowded quarters, 

The officials of the Zoo are 
making every effort to enlarge 
their pen space. But the materials 
cost money and this is none too 
plentiful at present. 

The directors of the Zoo are 
always pleased to receive con- 
structive suggestions, but they 
regret the appearance in print of 
statements which convey false 
ideas to the public, many of 
whom are ignorant of the habits 
of animals. 

As the Zoo is maintained for 
the education and interest of the 
public, we take this opportunity 
of inviting anyone keenly inter- 
ested in this work, to attend the 
next meeting of the Society to 
be held in the Exhibition Office 
on Monday, June 11, at 8:30 p.m.

Earning Power

The trouble with the effort to get the Peace River empire 
opened up by investing ten million dollars to complete railway 


extension to Finlay Forks is that it is a constructive effort to 
increase the earning power of the Canadian people as a whole. 


Had it been a movement to transfer money from the pockets 
of the general public into the safe deposit boxes of some special 
privilege class, there would be no difficulty in arousing great 
Political and propaganda interest. 


The public is unorganized, and a proposal to increase the 
welfare of the public generally does not arouse any enthusiasm 
among that talented class of orators known as public men. There 
has to be some definite incentive of votes or influence. Politicians 
are by environment and ambition non-constructive. 


Strangely enough the same charge of being non-constructive 
is fairly applied to engineers as a class. Most of the big mining 
properties were turned down by equally big engineers. Very few 
mining engineers have been pioneers in construction and develop- 
ment. Ex-president Hoover, and Mr. John Hays Hammond, and 
Colonel Jacklin were such exceptions to this rule that their 
individual achievement$ aroused world-wide interest. 


The late Mr. James J. Hill employed as_many engineers as 
anybody who took part in developing the west; but they always 
followed his lead. 


The C.P.R. would never have been built had we-waited for 
a lead from engineers. The three million people who are develop- 
ing the Canadian west are not under any obligation for leader- 
ship from any technical advisers. 


The facts calling imperatively for Peace River development 
are unanswerable. The natural assets of the area are definitely 
proven. The one missing factor is railway transportation. The 
total cost of completion to Finlay Forks will not exceed ten mil- 
lion dollars. 


Once the people of eastern Canada realized these facts there 
would be no lack of public support. The trouble is the people in 
the East take their information on western subjects from 
politicians, and railway officials and engineers. Consequently the 
eastern public does not get any definite knowledge of the great 
immediate benefit to all Canada by opening up the Peace River 
empire and providing homes and work for a multitude. No nation 
in the world has such'a proven opportunity right at hand; and in 
comparison with the assured results all the necessary expend- 
iture is merely nominal.
